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Progress  Report 

CLUB  DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAMME 

To  keep  members  abreast  of  the  progress  being 
made  on  the  Club  Development  Programme  a  report  from 
the  architects  in  charge  of  the  project  is  being  included  in 
T.C.M.  each  month.  The  following  is  the  latest  of  these 
and  was  made  at  the  end  of  last  month  just  before  this 
issue  went  to  press . 


Bedrooms  on 
Castlereagh  Street 

These  are  fast  nearing  completion. 

In  the  new  Bedrooms,  the  Built-in 
furniture  is  being  installed,  and  the 
rooms  painted  out.  Some  work  still 
remains  to  be  done  on  the  existing 
Bedrooms  on  Castlereagh  Street,  in  the 
matter  of  renovating  and  painting  and 
then  the  new  section  will  be  handed 
over,  ready  for  installation  of  carpets 
and  blinds. 

Owing  to  most  of  the  furniture  being 
built  in,  it  will  only  be  necessary  for 


the  Club  to  purchase  a  bed  and  chair 
for  each  room. 

When  these  new  bedrooms  are  fur¬ 
nished  and  handed  over,  painting  will 
start  in  the  existing  Bedrooms  on 
Elizabeth  Street. 

It  is  intended  to  retain  the  existing 
Toilets  on  the  Fifth  Floor,  at  present 
serving  the  Fourth  Floor  Dining  Room, 
to  service  the  existing  Bedrooms  on 
Elizabeth  Street. 

The  new  Men's  toilets  on  the  Fourth 
Floor  will  be  ready  for  use  by  members 
shortly. 

Carpets  have  been  ordered  for  the 
Bedrooms,  and  are  expected  in  approxi¬ 
mately  six  weeks. 


The  Fourth  Floor 
Lounge 

Panelling  to  walls  is  now  being 
installed. 

The  Bar  Counter,  front  and  back 
fittings  are  in  production.  The  bar 
equipment  is  being  manufactured. 

Trial  samples  of  carpets  in  accordance 
with  Committee's  instructions  submitted 
for  approval.  Delivery  is  expected  in 
six  weeks.  This  will  allow  ample  time 
for  the  curtains  to  be  made  and  installed. 

Tenders  being  called  for  furniture  for 
Committee's  approval. 

In  accordance  with  instructions,  it  is 
intended  NOT  to  open  the  new  Fourth 
Flour  Lounge  until  the  Dining  Room  is 
re -decorated.  This  will  mean  a  shut¬ 
down  of  the  Dining  Room,  of  approxi¬ 
mately  four  weeks.  When  completed,  a 
Grand  Opening  of  the  new  Fourth  Floor 
will  be  made. 

However,  it  is  intended  to  keep  the 
existing  Dining  Room  trading  as  long 
as  possible,  so  that  a  concentrated  effort 
can  be  made  for  the  painting  and 
decorating,  and  the  laying  of  the  new 
carpet  in  one  operation. 

It  is  intended  that  the  decor  of  the 
new  Dining  Room  will  be  “off  white" 
and  gold,  with  new  curtains,  light  fittings 
commensurate  with  its  dignity.  It  must 
be  remembered,  however,  that  this  will 
not  be  the  completed  scheme  of  the 
Fourth  Floor  as  the  new  kitchen  and 
vestibule  to  lifts  still  remains  to  be  done 
in  the  next  stage. 

However,  new  decoration  of  the  lift 
lobby  is  intended  at  this  stage.

The  natural  comparison  after  three-year-old  Chius’  Doncaster  (Easter  1966)  triumph  is  with  Valicare,  a  three- 
year-old  filly  who  won  40  years  ago. 

Valicare  carried  8.9,  or  three  pounds  over  weight-for-age,  and  Citius  8.8. 

Valicare  raced  nowhere  else  but  in  the  lead  and  she  had  to  do  this  in  the  quelling  mile  of  the  1926  Doncaster, 
whereas  George  Moore  was  able  to  set  Citius  behind  front  runners  Bowl  King  and  Reisling  and  choose  the 
moment  inside  the  last  furlong  to  advance  to  the  lead. 


Moore’s  box-seat  tactics  eased  the 
task  for  Citius,  but  Valicare  had  to  do 
it  the  hard  way. 

Nevertheless  both  were  great  per¬ 
formances  by  the  supposed  “weaker 
sex’’  which  deserved  the  ovations  they 
received. 

On  a  dead  track  Valicare  covered 
the  mile  in  1.371,  but  under  lightning 
conditions  Citius  ran  her  mile  in  1.34 
4/5. 

Citius  had  notched  eight  wins  be¬ 
fore  her  Doncaster  success  and  thus 
had  much  more  experience  than  Vali¬ 
care,  who  commenced  racing  only  four 
months  before  her  Doncaster  triumph. 
Her  wins  included  the  Carrington, 
the  Adrian  Knox,  then  a  mile  event, 
and  she  beat  the  Melbourne  Cup  and 
weight-for-age  crack,  Windbag,  over 
nine  furlongs  in  the  Rosehill  Rawson 
Stakes.  Valicare  won  seven  races 
straight,  finishing  her  three-year-old 
season  with  victory  over  one  of  the 
best  mile  fields  ever  in  the  All  Aged 
Stakes.  She  scored  by  a  length  from 
Futurity  winner  Top  Gallant,  Cantala 
winner  The  Night  Patrol,  Epsom  win¬ 
ner  Metellus,  and  Doncaster  winner  Fuji 
San. 

Valicare  was  raced  by  the  late  Mr. 
Pat  H.  Osborne  and  his  wife,  a  couple 


devoted  to  thoroughbreds  whose  kind- 
heartedness  bade  them  refrain  from 
racing  the  mare  soon  after  she  reached 
four  years.  Mr.  Osborne  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  A.J.C.  Committee  and  a 
race  is  named  after  him  at  the  annual 
Easter  meeting  at  Randwick.  The 
trainer  was  the  late  Bayley  Payten  and 
jockey  Jim  Munro. 

Valicare  was  by  a  French  stallion, 
Valais,  who  was  siring  a  host  of  bril¬ 
liant  sprinters  of  the  time.  Valicare  at 
stud  produced  one  worthy  daughter, 
Carefree.  She  was  a  pony,  and  to  give 
her  experience  she  had  her  first  race 
in  a  14-2  pony  event  at  Victoria  Park. 
This  was  not  a  very  exciting  start  for 
the  daughter  of  a  champion,  but  Care¬ 
free  won  it  easily  and  went  on  to  much 
more  important  successes  including  the 
1933  Cantala  stakes,  a  mile,  at  the 
Melbourne  Cup  carnival  at  Fleming- 
ton. 

Citius'  sudden  development  of  the 
stamina  to  win  a  Doncaster  with  8  8  was 
a  complete  knockout  for  form  followers. 
She  had  tried  twice  over  the  distance  at 
three  years  in  the  Spring,  but  failed  to 
get  nearer  than  third  in  the  Manifold 
Stakes  at  Flemington  to  Gipsy  Queen 
and  Prujoy  and  third  in  the  fillies 
Guineas  at  Caulfield,  again  to  Gipsy 


Queen  and  Royal  Dress.  It  was  this 
doubt  which  caused  her  price  drift  to 
20/1  on  the  course,  to  finally  settle  at 
16/1,  although  during  the  preceding 
week  she  had  recorded  a  gallop  which 
almost  matched  Valicare's  track  record 
of  1  12  for  six  furlongs.  Citius  took 

1  121  and  beat  Epsom  winner  Even 
Better  by  four  lengths. 

Citius'  capacity  to  win  the  fast-run 
Doncaster  over  a  mile,  a  distance  at 
which  she  had  previously  twice  failed, 
was  a  complete  knockout  for  form  ex¬ 
perts.  Last  Spring  she  was  third  in  the 
Manifold  mile  at  Flemington  to  Gipsy 
Queen  and  Prujoy,  and  third  to  Gipsy 
Queen  and  Royal  Dress  in  the  Caul¬ 
field  mile  Fillies'  Guineas.  This  Autumn 
she  developed  colossal  speed  to  win  the 
Lightning  Stakes  and  Oakleigh  Plate 
but  apparently  a  latent  burst  of  stamina 
enabled  her  to  improve  on  past  stay¬ 
ing  form  with  a  briliant  Doncaster 
win. 

Citius  has  a  bright  future.  No  doubt 
next  season  she  and  another  great 
mare  Light  Fingers  will  be  cutting  up 
the  weight-for-age  and  other  classic 
plums  of  the  turf  between  them,  stand¬ 
ing  out  as  the  predominant  performers 
of  the  Australian  turf.

Manfred  and  Midlander,  Turf's  Jib  Villians 

By  C.  J.  Graves  of  the  Sydney  “Daily  Telegraph” 

Victoria’s  arch  villain  of  the  turf,  Midlander,  who  lost  the  Victorian  Leger  recently  through  stopping  half-way 
through,  had  a  counterpart  40  years  ago  who  refused  to  race  at  all  in  the  same  event,  the  Leger  of  1926, 

Manfred.  . 

Manfred  was  a  better  horse  than  Midlander  and,  as  a  jib,  also  had  a  better  record  because  twice  in  one  day 

he  refused  to  race. 


In  the  mile  and  three  quarter  Leger 
at  Flemington  on  the  first  day  of  the 
V.R.C.  carnival,  Midlander  was  sent  out 
a  5/2  second  favorite  but,  after  loping 
along  comfortably  for  six  furlongs,  he 
suddenly  refused  to  gallop  further  and 
dropped  back  20  lengths  behind  his 
rivals. 

Eventually  his  jockey,  H.  White, 
coaxed  him  into  another  effort  and  he 
finished  third  (worth  $1700)  behind 
Prince  Grant  and  the  odds/on  favorite 
Tobin  Bronze. 

Punters  foolishly  believed  that  he 
would  not  repeat  such  tactics  when  he 
saddled  up  a  week  later  for  the  Norfolk 
Stakes  two  miles  and  they  made  him  a 
9/4  favorite.  In  the  first  half  mile  to 
the  winning  post  the  first  time  he  went 
fast  but,  having  passed  the  post,  pulled 
up  altogether  with  10  furlongs  still  to 
go  and  took  no  further  part  in  the  race. 
The  result  is  he  will  not  be  raced  again 
until  it  is  certain  that  he  will  behave 
as  a  racehorse  should. 

Midlander  was  regarded  as  one  of 
the  most  promising  stayers  in  sight  after 
his  Melbourne  Cup  third  to  Light 
Fingers  and  Ziema,  But  at  the  same 
stage  of  his  career  Manfred  was  better. 
He  ran  second  to  Windbag  in  the  1925 
Melbourne  Cup  beaten  only  half  a 
length  in  record  time  with  2  lb.  over 
weight  for  age  after  being  checked  2\ 
furlongs  from  home, 

Manfred  had  begun  to  jib  as  a  two- 
year-old.  When  an  odds  on  favorite 
at  two  years  he  stayed  at  the  post  in 
the  Randwick  Sires’  Produce  Stakes  and 
Los  Gatos  won,  but  a  week  later  when 
he  started  generously  in  the  Champagne. 


he  beat  Los  Gatos  by  eight  lengths!  Five 
months  later  he  stood  at  the  barrier 
when  the  Sydney  Derby  field  went  off, 
losing  half  a  furlong.  But  his  rider, 
Billy  Duncan,  hammered  at  him  till  he 
persuaded  him  to  go  and  he  won  by  a 
length  and  a  half.  And  behind  him  was 
a  mighty  horse,  Amounis,  who  subse¬ 
quently  won  two  Epsoms,  two  Cantalas 
a  Caulfield  and  a  Williamstown  Cup. 
Manfred  raced  generously  to  win  the 
Victoria  Derby  at  5/2  on,  and  then 
followed  his  second  to  Windbag  in  the 
Melbourne  Cup.  The  following  Autumn, 
after  a  third  to  Top  Gallant  and  Fuji 
San  in  the  Futurity,  he  again  became 
a  thorough  arch  villain  of  the  Turf. 

He  was  considered  so  superior  to  the 
three-year-olds  of  the  time  that  he  was 
sent  out  a  6/1 -on  favorite  for  the  Leger, 
but  he  stood  at  the  barrier  till  the  field 
had  gone  a  furlong.  Jack  Toohey  at 
last  budged  him  but,  after  a  few  yards, 
he  turned  back  and  stood  watching  the 
race.  Manfred  had  been  left  in  the 
weight-for-age  event,  the  Essendon 
Stakes  li  miles,  which  was  next  on 

the  programme  and  he  went  out  to 
contest  this.  So  strong  was  the  faith 
in  the  human  breast  where  thorough¬ 
breds  were  concerned  that  punters  made 
him  favorite  also  for  this  at  6/4.  But 
again  he  stood  at  the  post  and  took 

no  part.  The  following  season,  at  four 
years  of  age,  Manfred  saw  the  light 

again  and  became  a  real  racehorse  with 
four  wins  embracing  the  Caulfield  Cup 
with  6  lb.  over  weight  for  age,  9-6. 

Manfred  was  a  lovely  horse  to  look 
at — a  rich  blood  bay — and  a  real  aristo¬ 
crat.  One  often  wonders  what  he  might 
have  achieved  on  the  turf  but  for  that 


Billy  Duncan ,  one  of  the  best  lightweight 
jockeys  in  turf  history,  who  punched 
home  Manfred  after  he  had  lost  half  a 
furlong  in  the  1925  A.J.C.  Derby  start 
at  Randwick.  Duncan  also  won  the  1932 
Melbourne  Cup  on  Peter  Pan  after  he 
had  almost  fallen  five  furlongs  from 
home. 


barrier  aversion,  because  he  was  an 
out-and-out  champion. 

So,  after  what  this  converted  rogue 
did  in  winning  his  Caulfield  Cup,  there 
may  be  hope  for  Midlander,  who  is  now 
a  highly  promising  stayer  just  wasting 
his  career  by  refusal  to  race.
